On July 18, 2003, Governor Blagojevich signed a law creating a four-year study to collect data on traffic stops as a 
methodology to identify racial bias. The traffic stop data-collection study began January 1, 2004 and has continued. The data 
is collected and compiled by the Illinois Department of Transportation. Northwestern University Center for Public Safety 
(NUCPS) conducts the analysis. 

The following charts reflect the data for Evanston traffic stops. It shows the likelihood of minority drivers being stopped is 
equal to their presence in the driving population.
